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The Executive commented favourably on a 
number of aspects of the Tamworth Conference 
and thanks the Co-convenors and participants for 
its success. (The Minutes of the 26th AGM and the 
Executive Report for 1995, appear in this issue of 
the News Bulletin. Organising Committe report wil 
appear in the next edition - RVG, please note!). 

The dates Thursday 22 to Tuesday 27 August 
inclusive were considered suitable for a joint 
AES/New Zealand Entomology Society conference 
at Lincoln University, Christchurch, in 1996. It was 
suggested that a field trip be programmed for the 
final day. Drs D Dall and M Fletcher have agreed 
to be members of a 
Committee for the Scientific 
Program. The names of 
several other AES 
members were proposed 
as possible Co-convenors.

While in Canberra 
recently Dr P Allen discussed with Dr P Wellings 
(Chief, CSIRO Division of Entomology) and Dr M 
Whitten (former Chief, CSIRO Division of 
Entomology) proposals for a submission for AES 
to host the XXI International Congress of 
Entomology in either Adelaide or Brisbane in 
August or September, 2000. It was considered 
impractical to hold the Congress in Sydney or 
Melbourne because of the Olympic Games. The 
Executive proposed that the Congress be held at 
the Brisbane Convention Centre which will be

Summary of Activities 

The Governor-General of the Commonwealth of 
Australia, The Honourable Bill Hayden AC, agreed 
to be the Society's Patron. He asked to receive 
copies of Myrmecia and the Executive believes 
that his patronage will enhance the Society's 
profile. 

Means to promote the Society and entomology 
were further pursued by the Executive when 
Professor Richard Jarrett, SA Regional Officer, 
FASTS, attended an Executive meeting. Prof. 
Jarrett discussed the role and membership of 
FASTS. He clearly indicated that the Society 
would need to combine with other small 
membership Societies within FASTS to gain 
representation on the FASTS Committee. FASTS 
tends to operate at ae “strategic level and 
membership of the Committee seems to be 
necessary for any promotion at the specific level. 

A major achievement in 1995 was the 
publication of the "Directory of South-West Pacific 
Entomology”. The Directory includes over 930 
entries representing most of the countries in the 
South-West Pacific region. The Directory is now 
available for sale through the Business Manager 
and at the Tamworth AGM and “Scientific 
Conterence. 

The Executive sought to promote entomology in 
neighbouring countries through fostering the 
development of societies of professional 
entomologists in the region. Funds for this 
initiative were to be sought from AIDAB under their 
Professional Associations’ International 
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Development Scheme. Unfortunately a call in 
Myrmecia, May 1995, for a member to assist the 
Executive with this proposal was not successful. 
The Executive also made a call for a member to fill 
an honorary position of Society Promotion Officer 
(Myrmecia, November 1994). The call was 
unsuccessful, but the Executive still considers that 
such a position is important in the active promotion 
of the Society and entomology and in fulfilling 
some of the directions planned for 1995 given in 
the last Annual Report. 

Last year many members considered that a 
change in the name of the Society's Journal may 
enhance the profile of the Journal. A postal ballot, 
together with explanations for and against a name 
change, was included in the last edition of 
Myrmecia. 

The Executive further pursued ways to publish 
an updated bibliography of Australian entomology. 
The Society does not have the resources itself to 
support the publication, but we are pleased that 
databasing of Greg Daniels' entomological 
bibliography should proceed through ABRS. 

The Executive is pleased to report that three 
members will receive the Society's Service Award 
at this AGM. The award is presented by the 
Executive to members for outstanding service to 
the Australian Entomological Society. 

The number of entrants for the various prizes 
and applicants for research grants offered by the 
Society varies markedly from year to year and is 
usually low. The Executive strongly believes that 
these prizes and grants are an important part of 
achieving the objects of the Society, and looks 
forward to comments from members which may 
increase participation in these activities. 

The Executive is currently involved in a proposal 
for the Society to host the 21st International 
Congress of Entomology in Australia in 2000. The 
International Congresses’ started in 1910 
(Brussels); only one Congress has been held in 
the southern hemisphere, in Canberra in 1972. 

The Executive has made plans for the next AGM 
and Scientific Conference to be held jointly with 
the New Zealand Entomological Society at Lincoln 
College, Christchurch in 1996. 

Considerable effort has gone into the final 
Stages of a correspondence-recording system and 
Operational Manual for the Society. The financial 
reporting system now clearly identifies income and 
expenditure for the Society's main activities. The 
initiative to forward membership accounts directly 
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to members as separate mail resulted in reduced 
tardiness in payment of subscriptions! 

The increased employment pressures currently 
placed on Society members means _§ that 
consideration needs to be given in paying for 
menial administrative services which were 
previously provided by members. The Society is 
now paying for assistance to the core Executive 
and the Editors of the Journal and Myrmecia. We 
strongly believe that future Executives need to 
address the issue of using professional assistance 
to manage the Society. Such assistance would 
allow the Executive more time to be creative by 
planning and implementing initiatives for the 
benefit of the Society.

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REPORT BY THE TREASURER 

TO THE 26TH AGM 
Members will note that this year's audited 
statements are presented in a different format to 
previous statements. All accounts have been 
combined so that the total financial position of the 
Society can be seen in a single statement rather 
than being fragmented. In making the accounts 
simpler, this does, however, make comparisons 
with previous statements more difficult this year. 
There are a number of points that | wish to 

highlight in the audited statements: 


Income (page 12) 

Members’ subscriptions in 1994 appear to be 
lower than in 1993. However, what is not obvious 
is that $4,202 of subscriptions paid "in arrears" has 
been deducted from the 1994 subscriptions so that 
the total was slightly higher than for 1993. Also, 
subscriptions received “in advance” (i.e. 1995 
subscriptions), totalled $16,746, reflecting the initial 
success of the individual subscription notices being 
mailed directly to all members; this in spite of the 
incomplete return address on the notice! These 
subscriptions are included in current liabilities 
(page 11) rather than in 1994 income and will 
appear as income in 1995 (see also note 1 (c), 
page 13). Interest received was slightly down on 
1993, reflecting the continuing low interest rates 
offered by financial institutions. The Adelaide AGM 
and Conference provided a $4,101 injection of 
funds. It is pleasing to note that advertising in 
Myrmecia increased in_ 1994. Institutional 
subscriptions to the Journal appear to have 
increased considerably in 1994, but this figure is 
complicated by the large number of 1993 
subscriptions included. The number of 
subscriptions is actually about the same as in 
1993. Future comparisons should be made easier 
now that the accounts have been simplified. 


Expenditure (page 12) 

Most expenditure items are similar to those for 
1993, although a few warrant some comment. The 
Society's Constitution was revised, thus 
necessitating a reprint, costing $763. Doubtful 
debts increased, largely due to members being in 
arrears with their subscriptions. This resulted ina 
number of members being excluded from 
membership of the Society under Clause 21(c) of 
the Constitution. Journal printing and distribution 
costs were somewhat higher ($4,675), as were 
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reprints ($1878). Membership expenses ($509), 
reflect the cost of mailing out individual 
subscription notices. Myrmecia expenses appear 
substantially higher, however, some late expenses 
for 1993 printing are included in the 1994 figures. 
This has the effect of decreasing the 1993 figure 
and increasing that for 1994 so that the cost of 
producing and distributing Myrmecia was only 
slightly higher in 1994 than in 1993. Overall, the 
Society incurred a “deficit” of $5,877 for 1994. 
This is not, in my opinion, a realistic view of the 
financial status of the Society. If you turn to the 
Balance Sheet (page 11), members will see that 
Cash increased substantially (see also note 2, 
page 13), along with a smaller increase in the 
Term Deposit. These were offset by Current 
Liabilities of $38,778. Accounts payable totalled 
$12,441 and was mostly represented by 1994 bills, 
including bills for printing and postage of Myrmecia 
($4,432) and the Journal ($7,709), all of which 
were received and paid in January/February 1995. 
Subscriptions in advance of $26,336 was 
represented by members’ subscriptions of $16,746 
and institutional subscriptions of $9,590. It should 
be noted that subscriptions in advance are only a 
liability if the Society were to be wound up and 
funds returned! When the status of the current 
assets and liabilities are considered and the 
$4,202 of subscriptions in arrears is added in (see 
above), the Society is actually in a stronger 
financial position than at the end of 1993. This is 
largely due to more members paying their 
subscriptions by the due date of January 1 and the 
continued close monitoring of expenditure 
instituted in 1991. As a consequence, the Council 
has agreed that there be no increase in 1996 
membership subscription rates. 

Finally, | would like to acknowledge the help of 
members of the Executive and also Peter Allsopp 
(Journal Editor), John Donaldson, Murray 
Fletcher (Myrmecia Editor), Alison Roach 
(Business Manager) and Gary Taylor (Adelaide 
AGM and Conference Treasurer), for their 
co-operation in promptly providing information 
necessary in compiling these accounts. Ms Chris 
Wellington must also be thanked for auditing the 
1994 accounts and for making positive suggestions 
regarding the accounts. The Council has agreed 
that Ms Wellington be appointed auditor for the 
1995 accounts.

The number of manuscripts received during the 
year was down from that received the previous 
year. Acceptances were relatively constant through 
the year with enough material for the first two 
issues of 1994. A lower number of manuscripts 
that were rejected, withdrawn or lapsed; 1993 
represented a concerted effort to cull manuscripts 
with little chance of publication.

The total number of pages (416) was 16 pages 
more than 1993 and the largest ever produced by 
the Society. The number of pages ready for 
publication have allowed the first part of volume 34 
to be a 96-page issue, the second a 80-page 
issue, and the third to be a 96-page issue. 
Publication schedules have been maintained and 
look like doing so for 1995. The Journal remains in 
good shape with a reasonable flow of diverse 
manuscripts.

NEWS BULLETIN EDITORS REPORT, 1995 

This report covers Myrmecia 1994, Volume 
30(3-4) and Myrmecia 1995, Volume 31 (1-3). 

Myrmecia continues to be a valuable medium for 
communication between members of the Society 
and between the Executive of the Society and the 
members. This year | decided not to notify each 
contributor when each deadline was approaching. 
This was part of a continuing campaign to reduce 
the burden of production of the publication. A list 
of the deadlines was sent to each contributor with 
a reminder that each issue gives the deadline for 
the next issue on the Contents page. | am happy 
to report that the Regional Councillors, at least, 
have all responded positively to this and most 
issues have contained reports from all parts of 
Australia and overseas. It is disappointing that the 
Representative Councillors from the affiliated 
Societies have not followed the example of the 
Regional Councillors and little information on the 
activities of these State Societies has appeared in 
recent issues of Myrmecia. 

|!am aware that some of the regional reports are 
not particularly comprehensive and that there are 
significant entomological happenings, particularly 
in organisations such as the State Societies and 
some of the CRCs, that are not included by 
contributors in their reports to Myrmecia. | find 
myself giving publicity to events that | attend, 
particularly at CSIRO in Canberra, without 
publicising equally significant events in other 
regions. On the positive side, | am pleased that 
most issues sport photographs submitted by 
contributors to liven articles. | must acknowledge 
the contribution made by John Green, 
photographer at CSIRO in Canberra, who covers 
all the local occasions and happily provides 
copies, often at short notice, to illustrate reports. 
| recognise that this gives a distinct CSIRO bias to 
many issues of Myrmecia because all the 
illustrative material comes from Canberra and | 
would encourage all contributors to include 
photographs wherever warranted. Of course, 
contributors using email to send their articles will 
find that sending photographs by snailmail creates 
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extra work for them but the resultant improvement 
in the appearance of their contributions will justify 
this. The use of A&K Print to produce each issue 
continues to be satisfactory with Alan Izzard, the 
"A" of A&K, proving to be very helpful and 
cooperative. There have been a few minor 
problems establishing the distribution through 
Ozanam Industries with some members not 
receiving their issues for some days after other 
members but whether this is due to delays at 
Ozanam or the vagaries of Australia Post is hard 
to determine. One further area that we are 
currently working on improving is the production of 
the address labels. John Donaldson at QDP'I, 
Indooroopilly, has reliably produced printed sticky 
labels well in time for each issue to be sent out. 
John updates his address database from the 
Executive minutes distributed to all members of the 
Council but he has now notified the Executive that 
he will be unable to continue this service after the 
end of this year. John Jennings and |! are 
investigating the possibility of an up-to-date 
address list, extracted from the master 
membership database, being provided by John on 
disk to Ozanam for them to print out the sticky 
labels. This will add another cost to production 
but, if this is uneconomic, it should be possible for 
the labels to be printed out either by John in 
Adelaide or by me at BCRI for delivery with each 
issue of Myrmecia to Ozanam. This will have the 
very distinct advantage that each issue of 
Myrmecia will be mailed to the most up-to-date 
address for each member. 

| indicated to the Executive at the end of 1993 
that my last issue of Myrmecia would be the 
February 1996 issue. | realise that this is mid-term 
and am happy to continue with production of the 
News Bulletin under the current arrangements for 
the time being. In 1993 all the distribution was 
done by us at BCRI and this added a huge, 
unpleasant burden to the Editor's role. With the 
distribution being undertaken by Ozanam 
Industries, the burden is restricted to the actual 
pre-printing production and this is both an 
enjoyable and rewarding task, albeit rather 
time-consuming. While NSW Agriculture is 
prepared to acknowledge the involvement of its 
employees in professional Societies such as this 
one, | am prepared to continue in this position 
unless there is another member who wishes to 
take over this pivotal role within the Society. 

A summary of the costs of production is detailed 
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in the following table.

~ at the time of preparation of this report, the postage bill 
had not arrived. This should be $500-600. 

On a per page basis, the cost of production of 
Myrmecia continues to rise. Printing costs have 
risen, the change to Print Post from Registered 
Post, although supposedly providing some savings 
from full rate postage, Is proving to be significantly 
higher than previous postage costs and use of 
Ozanam for distribution is more expensive than 
doing it ourselves. As a comparison, cost of 
production for the six issues covered by my 1994 
report (Feb. 1993 to May 1994) was $36.12 per 
page while the cost of the four issues August 1994 
to May 1995 (omitting August 1995 since all costs 
have not been included) is $37.25 per page.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION 
COMMITTEE 1994-1995 

For the past year the Conservation Committee 
has comprised 14 members: Alan Andersen, 
Genevieve Carruthers, Robin Coy, Gordon 
Friend, Robin Gunning, Lionel! Hill, Paul Horne, 
Jonathan Majer, Eric Matthews, Tim New, Geoff 
Williams and Alice Wells, with the Secretary, 
Paul Madge, and the Vice-President, Peter Allen 
as ex officio members. As he completed his term 
as Convener of the committee, Lionel Hill finalised 
the booklet “Conservation of non-marine 
invertebrates: Australian research projects, 1994", 
prepared from responses to the Society's 
questionnaire on projects of relevance to 
invertebrate conservation. The booklet has been 
well received. Taking over the role of Convener, 
Alice Wells compiled, from the information given 


in the responses to the questionnaires, a 
bibliography of recent formal and_ informal 
publications relevant to conservation. These 


references are a mixture of mainstream papers, 
internal public service organisation reports and 
even a few newspaper items and are available 
electronically on request to the Committee. 
During the year the Committee produced a 
submission on the Australian Nature Conservation 
Agency's Public Discussion Paper on “Listing of 
ecological communities under the Endangered 
Species Protection Act 1992". Conceptually, this 
seems a very good approach to conservation, but 
may be difficult in practice. Suggestions from 
Committee members for a more pro-active role for 
the committee include the proposal that a “Poster 
Exhibit" be prepared to promote the AES 
Conservation Committee's work at relevant 
meetings or symposia in Australia. One suitable 
venue for such an exhibit is the “Invertebrate 
Biodiversity and Conservation" meeting to be held 
in Melbourne in November this year. Some 
concern was expressed during the year about the 
rather piecemeal way in which State legislation 
dealing with endangered species is developing. 
While individual members of the Society hold a 
variety of views, strongly or otherwise, a project for 
the future might be to endeavour to develop a 
consensus, at least as a baseline from which the 
Conservation Committee can operate.

SEE ZIMBABWE'S INSECTS 
AND HELP CONSERVE THEM 


The following note was directed to Myrmecia by 
Ted Fenner who is the anonymous collector 
mentioned in the text. 

Mr Michael Gardner is one of Zimbabwe's 
leading lepidopterists, having collected, bred and 
studied African butterflies and moths over many 
years. 

He and his wife, Wendy, have a small farm on 
the outskirts of Bulawayo on which Mike is 
establishing a range of butterfly and moth 
foodplants. The effect of this habitat enrichment on 
the butterfly fauna is demonstrated by, for 
example, a collector having recently taken 19 
specimens of 10 species in two hours at Mike and 
Wendy's place, when almost nothing was flying in 
Bulawayo's extensive and diversely vegetated 
parks nearby. Incidentally, Zimbabwe's National 
Museum is in this parkland and has a curator of 
insects and a large insect collection. 

The Gardiners' conservation effort is costly, 
particularly since Zimbabwe has been in drought 
for several years. In order to recoup some of his 
outlay, Mike is exploring the potential of hosting a 
few small groups of entomologists a year for tours 
to collecting places reachable from Bulawayo. One 
such spot is in the granite hills of the eastern 
Matopos where a running stream winds through a 
valley and, most times of the year, a good number 
of butterfly species fly. It was in the stimulating and 
inspiring environment of these hills that Baden 
Powell developed the ideas that led to scouting. 

As an approximate guide to cost, a visit of 7 
days/6 nights, including transfer from and to 
Bulawayo Airport (which is international), bed, 
breakfast and excursions to collecting sites, is 
expected to be around $A1000 per person. Since 
anyone interested will almost certainly want to 
spend more time in Africa, it is worth mentioning 
that Zimbabwe is a good value destination for 
Australians with costs of hotels, meals, drinks, 
taxis, domestic air fares, etc running about ¥% to % 
what we're used to. As well as the awesome 
Victoria Falls, it boasts a number of National Parks 
in various environments plus archaeological sites 
such as Great Zimbabwe. 

Mike would appreciate any indications of interest 
from possible visitors and could no doubt provide 
further information (in consultation with the 
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National Museum) about particular insect groups.

BCRI RYDALMERE 
TO CLOSE IN 1997 


Yes, folks, its true. The NSW 
Minister for Agriculture has decided 
that BCRI Rydalmere will be closed 
on 1 February 1997 and all positions 
transferred to country locations. The 
site will be sold. Details of the new 
locations for the BCRI Entomologists 
are included in the BCRI Report 
below. This closure is part of a 
budget reduction program designed 
to trim $28 million from NSW 
Agriculture's budget over the next 
four years. This will apparently 
include a reduction in staff numbers 
from 2100 to 1300. Presumably they 
will start cutting down- on 
administrators after they have run 
out of scientists.

The big news is the announcement that the 
Institute is to be closed and the staff transferred to 
country locations. This will occur over the next 14 
months.

Some modifications to these plans will be 

necessary because the lack of any prior 
consultation has led to some embarrassing errors 
in relocation - such as three married couples, who 
don't share the same surname, being transferred 
to different locations. 

The collections will be transferred to Orange 
along with the Taxonomy Staff and details of the 
requirements for transport and housing are already 
at an advanced state of planning. A new building 
will be created in Orange to house both the 
entomological collections and the Plant Pathology 
herbarium. 


In other news - with the discovery of the papaya 
fruit fly, Bactrocera papayae, in the Cairns district 
of North Queensland, we have all been immersed 
in the joys of tephritid identification. With 500 
methyl eugenol traps scattered around the State, 
hundreds of specimens of Bactrocera are being 
sent to BCRI for identification. Peter Gillespie, 
Merydyn Davison, Rebekah Hoile, Murray 
Fletcher and Alan Westcott have identified an 
estimated 20,000 flies in the past few weeks, the 
vast bulk of which are 8. cacuminata although 
numbers of 8. endiandrae and B. mayi have also 
turned up. Molecular biologist Michael Gillings 
has developed a DNA technique for identifying 
larvae and this has proved invaluable in identifying 
young larvae from infested fruit intercepted in parts 
of the State. To date, all larvae have proved to be 
other species of Bactrocera, including B. musae, 
B. cacuminata and B. tryoni. No specimen of B. 
papayae has been found in NSW as yet. QDP', in 
association with AQIS, are attempting a daunting 
eradication campaign and we presume the current 
level of monitoring will continue for an extended 
period. Let's hope the eradication attempt is 
successful. One is tempted to question the 
economics of cutbacks to AQIS when the 
$40million+ that will be needed for the eradication 
campaign would have paid for 5 additional 
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quarantine inspectors in high volume _ tounist 
centres like Cairns for a period of 20 years! 

Martin Horwood is also heavily involved in 
developing protocols for disinfestation of fruit and 
other practical requirements of the situation. He is 
also gearing up for production of sterile males of 
B. tryoni using the facilities in the former 
mushroom shed at BCRI. 

Murray Fietcher, John Macdonald and Peter 
Gillespie have all visited Canberra recently. 
Murray to attend a meeting with other organisers 
of the 9th Auchenorrhyncha Congress, Peter to 
attend the ANIC Technical Training Course and to 
see Lawrence Mound and John to attend John 
Curran's seminar and to see the mite group. Don 
Scambler has been appointed an Honorary 
Research Fellow by the Agricultural Scientific 
Collections Trust to enable him to use the 
collections and the name of the Trust for his work 
on Cerambycidae. 

A number of visitors have passed through the 
Institute in recent months. Rosichon Ubaidillah 
and Hari Sutrisno from the Museum Zoologicum 
Bogoriense, the major biological research museum 
in Indonesia, to look through the collections and 
discuss collection management with Peter 
Gillespie. lan Denholm of IACA, Rothamsted, 
visited Gary Levot and Grant Herron following the 
Tamworth Conference to discuss resistance work 
on various pest insects and mites. Neville Haach, 
AgResearch New Zealand also visited Gary Levot 
and Narelle Sales to discuss sheep blowfly and 
lice resistance work. Penny Gullan and Katie 
Strong spent two days in the collection in mid 
November looking at the Froggatt material of 
Eriococcidae for Katie's ABRS-funded project. 

Many of the locals attended an International 
Workshop on “Thrips in Australia and New 
Zealand" held at Gosford in September organised 
primarily by Stephen Goodwin. 

Murray Fletcher and Peter Gillespie were the 
sole BCRI representatives at the 26th AES 
conference in Tamworth in September. Both also 
attended the CHAEC meeting prior to the 
conference to make presentations in the workshop 
on the role of computers in collections. Murray also 
presented a paper on “Leafhoppers of Quarantine 
Interest to Australia" and Peter presented a poster 
announcing Probit 5 for Windows, a computer 
package he has developed. 
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State Forests of New South Wales 
Research Division 

A wall poster (Eucalypt Insect Calendar), 
developed by Debbie Kent and Robert Eldridge, 
has just come back from the printer. Leaflets 
written by Christine Stone, Robert, Debbie, Chris 
Ann Urquhart and Darren Waterson, dealing with 
individual pests illustrated on the calendar, have 
also been printed. In conjunction with the leaflets, 
a “collector's kit" was developed, which includes a 
series of labels and forms for use when sending 
insects for identification. 

Two new Forest Health Survey officers joined us 
on 3 and 9 October respectively. Prior to his 
appointment, Russell Cant was teaching Plant 
Protection at the University of Western Sydney 
(Hawkesbury) and Ryde TAFE College, as well as 
continuing his research on bronze orange bug. 
Milton Savva came from Forestry Tasmania, 
where he was a Research Assistant looking at 
naturally occurring decay and defect in young 
regrowth eucalypt forests earmarked for intensive 
forest management. Milton arrived from Hobart on 
the Monday morning and was immediately rushed 
away to Nambucca to attend a Joint Venture 
Plantation Officers meeting. 

Robert gave a seminar on insects in eucalypt 
plantations and the functioning of the forest health 
survey unit and there was a good interchange of 
views and ideas. The new Eucalypt Insect 
Calendar and collection kits were presented to the 
Plantation Officers. 

A training workshop was held for newly 
appointed AQIS Officers, on forests and forest 
products. Robert talked again and Debbie and 
Darren provided displays and tutoring. 

Debbie submitted an illustration to the Australian 
Entomological Conference held in Tamworth this 
year. She was successful with her entry, winning 
second prize in the open Black and White section. 
She continues to write-up her PhD thesis. 

Christine Stone attended the Annual 
Conference of the Australian Society of Plant 
Physiologists on 27 September. She is now keen 
to use chlorophyll fluorescence kinetics in future 
studies on interactions between eucalypt stress 
and pest and disease. Her work on eucalypt 
canopy dieback and psyllid/bell miner interactions 
has now been written up. Research Paper No. 28, 
"Survey of crown dieback in moist hardwood 
forests in the Central and Northern Regions of 
New South Wales State Forests" (Psyllid Bell 
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Miner Research Program) by Stone, Spolc and 
Urquhart, has been published and circulated to the 
Regions. With help from Debbie Kent, she 
presented a poster, Bell Miners, Psyllids and 
Eucalypt Dieback, at the 1995 Annual Meeting of 
the Ecological Society of Australia in Hobart. 
Thanks to Allan York for transporting, setting up 
and attending to the poster. At the moment she is 
concentrating on data analysis before taking leave 
to produce another little Horwood. She will be out 
of action for about four months, from November to 
March. 

Dr Patrick Walsh from NZFRI visited in 
September. He used the Section's facilities to 
culture a gall wasp, Ophelimus sp., which is 
causing serious problems in Eucalyptus botryoides 
in New Zealand. He hopes to culture the wasp 
and its parasites for possible importation of the 
parasites into New Zealand as biological control 
agents. Dr Ryutaro Iwata, an entomologist from 
Department of Forestry, Nihon University, 
Yokohama, Japan, has been a regular visitor to 
the Section in the past two months. Max Moulds 
of the Australian Museum visited the collection 
with two visitors, Rosichon Ubaidillah and Hari 
Sutrieno of the Museum Zoologicum Bogoriense 
(Bogor, Indonesia). We also hosted a visit by 
Indonesian entomologists and pathologists from 
Udayana University, Bali. Shimin Cai, a Skillmax 
student, has been reviewing the impact of 
phasmatids on the Bago forests. His review of 
phasmatid occurrence and effect on increment in 
Bago State Forest, is substantially complete. This 
has been a valuable contribution. 

A species list of Coleoptera in the insect 
collection, prepared by Chris Ann Urquhart, is 
awaiting publication of “Click Beetles” before being 
published as part of our Forest Resources series. 
A species list of Lepidoptera in the collection will 
be prepared as soon as CSIRO's checklist has 
been published. 

Similar work is well underway for the 
Hymenoptera collection. Chris Ann also trialed a 
curation evaluation system used by ANIC while 
working on the Lepidoptera. It proved very 
valuable for highlighting problem areas in the 
collection (e.g. conservation problems). Every 
drawer in the collection has since been entered on 
to an Excel spreadsheet, and as work is done on 
the collection, a curation evaluation is done for 
each drawer and the insects counted, so that we 
will eventually have good statistics at our 
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fingertips. 

Darren continues working with Nathan Lo on the 
collection of ‘wild type’ termites from Morisset 
District. 


School of Biological Sciences 
Macquarie University 

Dinah Hales attended the 26th AGM at 
Tamworth and talked abut the work postdoc Paul 
Sunnucks and she have been doing on 
mitochondrial DNA markers in Sitobion. The short 
answer is “forget them" as the mitochondrial 
genome in this genus seems to have been copied 
on multiple occasions into the nuclear genome. 
But there are new tricks to try... 

The School of Biological Sciences is being 
reviewed at present, but doesn't expect any major 
cataclysms of the kind that have just struck 
Rydalmere colleagues, including Macquarie 
graduate students Mary Ann Terras and Danuta 
Knihinicki. 

Ros Blanche, lan Oliver and Lou Rodgerson 
finally submitted their PhD theses, and while lan 
and Lou are still waiting to hear, Ros is celebrating 
the acceptance of hers with no alterations! Well 
done Ros. Lou has left us to take up a position 
with the gang in the Department of Biological 
Sciences, Wollongong University. 


Key Centre for Biodiversity and Bioresources, 
School of Biological Sciences, 
Macquarie University 

Andy Beattie and his colleagues at Macquarie 
University have received a grant to establish the 
Commonwealth Key Centre for Biodiversity and 
Bioresources. Funding is for six years. The Key 
Centre will develop new methods for the 
exploration of invertebrate and = microbial 
biodiversity and its resource potential. There will 
be a strong emphasis on the concepts, principles 
and new technologies for rapid assessment. 
Research will be basic and applied and a broad 
range of techniques will be involved in the field 
and in the lab including recent statistical and 
molecular methods and the development of 
automated procedures based on laser flow 
morphometry. The Centre will also develop 
curricula for undergraduates and diplomates and 
will offer postgraduate training and professional 
courses and workshops.

CSIRO Division of Entomology 
Tropical Ecosystems Research Centre 

The first storms of the build-up are with us and, 
unusually, they are wet. As with most strange 
weather patterns, there are pluses and minuses to 
this. The main plus is that the stifling humidity has 
yet to arrive. The minus is that, when it does, it 
will be right over the top. 

Having unexpected rain at this time of the year 
is also a bit of a nuisance if you are planning to do 
burning experiments. Naomi Rea, who arrived at 
TERC in early August to replace Mark Lonsdale, 
has taken a shine to the drip torches and matches 
left over from the Wildlife and Ecology fire 
experiment at Kapalga. She is currently trying to 
begin a series of experiments looking at the impact 
of different burning regimes on mimosa survival. 
Unfortunately the overcast skies, regular 
downpours and low wind speeds, the opposite of 
what one would expect at this time of year, are not 
conducive to the traditional hot fires that late dry 
season burning would normally produce. 

Grant Farrell has been doing his best to fill the 
huge hole left by Mark Lonsdale’s move to France 
(Mark reports that he is having a dreadful time 
trying to boycott French products at the moment, 
but he is doing his best). Grant, along with Colin 
Wilson and others involved with the mimosa 
project, featured prominently in a generous ABC 
TV Landline segment recently. It was generally 
agreed that this was the most comprehensive and 
balanced electronic media coverage of mimosa yet 
done. Full credit to Landline and the ABC. 

In between cultivating his media persona and 
adjusting to life without Mark of the ubiquitous 
akubra, Grant has been pondering the problem of 
designing sampling and assessment programs for 
two of the mimosa control agents. With the 
departure of Mark, some changes have been 
made to the duties of the research support staff. 
Annie Lane is now doing less entomology and is 
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dividing her time between helping DPIF with the 
production and release of the mimosa fungus, and 
working with Naomi on the ecology of mimosa. 
Suzanne Gall has taken over most of the insect 
ecology technical work. 

Visitors have been surprisingly few this dry 
season. Wendy Forno (Division of Entomology, 
Brisbane), Sukumar Chakraborty and Matthew 
Wienert (Division of Tropical Crops and Pastures, 
Brisbane) visited for a week in early August, 
overlapping with the arrival of Naomi. The week 
was spent reviewing progress on the mimosa front 
and setting directions for the coming wet season. 
Expected visitors include Paul Wellings (newly 
appointed Chief of the Division of Entomology) in 
early November, and Mic Julien in mid November 
with a party from Papua New Guinea looking to 
get an overview of the mimosa problem and how 
we deal with it. Actually, we usually deal with it at 
this time of the year by going to the pub and 
downing another Darwin stubby. 


Territory Health Services 
Medical Entomology Branch 

An initiative of the Territory Health Services 
termed “Growth Funds” has recently approved a 
submission by Peter Whelan to improve vector 
mosquito control in Darwin. The funds will provide 
for the filling of bomb craters (productive breeding 
sites of the salt marsh mosquito) in Leanyer 
Swamp and the provision of an additional technical 
officer. Hopefully the technical position will be 
filled by December 1995 to provide much needed 
support for helicopter control operations against 
the salt marsh mosquito. “Bomb craters?” | hear 
you ask. Well the airforce has got to test their 
bombs somewhere, and Mururoa Atoll was already 
taken. 

In addition, significant anti-mosquito engineering 
works, in cooperation with the Darwin City Council, 
are to be completed before the wet season. 
Improved drainage and filling of problem areas in 
Leanyer Swamp and Ludmilla Creek should 
provide a considerable improvement in the control 
of traditionally productive mosquito breeding sites. 

Peter Whelan presented a lecture at the Public 
Health Association Conference in Cairns in 
September on the ongoing surveillance program to 
keep the NT free from Aedes aegypti. During his 
visit he had a chance to liaise with Scott Ritchie 
who is tackling the Ae. aegypti problem in Cairns. 

Brian Montgomery visited the recently-opened 
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McArthur River Mine to review the baseline 
mosquito monitoring program. In addition, a 
Similar program was initiated at Brocks Creek, near 
the town of Pine Creek. Currently seven mining 
companies are conducting these programs. Input 
into planning applications continues to account for 
a significant portion of Brian's time. 

Gwenda Hayes is working on the preparation of 
the annual report. In addition, she and Ross 
Nowland have conducted and produced a biting 
insect survey report for Oenpelli. Gwenda and the 
other technical officers are gearing up for more 
frequent helicopter operations for the control of salt 
marsh mosquitoes during the late dry and early 
wet season. 

The Branch welcomed Janeece Madigan in 
September as a new technical officer. She is 
quickly coming to grips with the intricacies of 
mosquito identification and helicopter operations. 

Andrea Wilson, a UQ Honours student, is now 
based at the laboratory and is working on the 
biology of Ae. funereus. Martin Shivas, a post 
graduate student with Peter Whelan as part 
supervisor, is currently making a lot of headway in 
detecting the breeding site of the biting midge 
Culicoides ornatus, an important human pest. 


Department of Primary Industry and Fisheries 
NT Quarantine and Inspection Branch 

Ted Fenner made several short visits to varied 
destinations. In July he was in Bundaberg for an 
interstate quarantine meeting and, after a quiet 
August, there was a flurry of activity in September 
with participation in a feral beehive detection 
workshop at the Douglas Daly Research Farm, 
cannon netting of migratory birds at the Finniss 
River mouth and a fact finding visit to Kununurra 
where eradication of a Mediterranean Fruit Fly 
outbreak is in progress. WA Department of 
Agriculture entomologists Bill Woods and Tony 
Postie were leading the charge against Medfly and 
Stuart Smith was also in the NT party having a 
squiz! 

Glenn Bellis spent most of August and early 
September organising the feral bee nest detection 
workshop attended by Ted. Stuart Smith, 
Graham Young and Kununurra's Tony Postle 
along with about 20 other beeliners also came to 
the 3 day workshop run jointly with Lee Allan from 
DAWA. Tony liked the NT so much that he came 
back 3 weeks later to look at biting midges. 
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Department of Primary Industry and Fisheries 
Weeds Branch 

Colin Wilson and Grant Flanagan are in deep 
depression following their attendance at a Team 
Maintenance Workshop. They went in as unique 
and special individuals, one of a kind amongst 4 
billion other unique and special individuals. They 
came out with a four-letter personality type, one of 
only 16 possible combinations. What really 
depressed them though, was that no matter how 
hard they tried to be unique and individual, they 
responded true to type in every test that was put to 
them. 

There have been some things to be happy 
about. Colin answered an urgent call from a small 
outstation. Their billabong was covered with 
salvinia and they wanted a solution. A quick 
inspection revealed a healthy population of 
Cyrtobagous weevils, so he predicted that within a 
month the salvinia would turn brown and sink. 
Well blow me down if it didn’t happen just like he 
said! The mimosa project is looking good too, with 
the new bud weevils starting to do exceedingly 
well, and the old stem boring moths finally getting 
their act together and starting to spread. Bertie 
Hennecke is making rapid progress with culturing 
his mimosa pathogen and should be ready for 
some large-scale releases when the wet sets in. 

Most time and effort in recent months has been 
going into developing a new Northern Territory 
Weeds Management Strategy, which we hope will 
lead to more community involvement, greater 
integration of control methods, and more 
resources. And alate pigs. 


Department of Primary Industry and Fisheries 
Entomology Section 

While the routine work on “Thrips palmi 
biocontrol, monitoring and produce certification has 
continued, Elliott Crowson has been involved with 
several cases of non-compliance in exporting 
produce to southern markets. Several other staff 
members have flitted off to less extreme climes to 
escape the build-up. 

Graham Young attended a Conservation 
Farming Workshop at Katherine and then talked 
thrips at the Gosford meeting, while Deanna Chin 
joined a troop of NT growers and DPIF staff 
heading for the Mango 2000 seminar/workshop in 
Townsville. Stuart Smith visited Fiji to examine a 
prototype disinfestation machine suitable for NT 
produce. 
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For the past 4 years Mike Neal, Stuart Smith 
and Graham Young have been chipping away at 
an eradication program against the orchid weevil. 
No sightings have been made since November 
1992 and NT will soon be declared free of this 
beast. If only the same could be said about the 
Poinsettia whitefly. Two nurseries, both outside 
the urban area, are the latest to record infestations 
of this pest, although damage is negligible. Both 
Gary Fitt and lan Denholm have visited the NT to 
inspect our local whitefly situation. 

The mango season is upon us and hordes of 
visitors interested in the best fruit in Australia have 
flocked to the NT to check out the rumours. The 
latest was Bob Corcoran of QDPI to talk hot- 
water disinfestation with Stuart Smith. 

Stuart Smith visited Kununurra with Quarantine 
and Horticulture personnel to inspect an outbreak 
of Medfly in the town area and the WADA efforts 
to control and eradicate the same. 

Stuart Smith and Graham Young attended a 
Bee Incursion Response Exercise, held at Douglas 
Daly Research Farm in September, intended to 
train personnel on techniques for detection and 
eradication of exotic bees in Australia. 


Museum and Art Gallery of the Northern 
Territory 

Graham Brown had just stepped into his office 
from seven weeks away when | rang him for news. 
He went initially to the Council of Heads of 
Australian Entomological Collections Conference in 
Tamworth, followed by the Society’s AGM in the 
same fair city [No, he didn't]. Although he won't 
admit it, I'm sure he didn’t pass up the opportunity 
for a bit of the ol’ boot scootin’ while he was in 
Australia’s country music capital. He also visited 
the Australian Museum in Sydney and three 
different museums in Brisbane, and spent time 
with Gus Campbell at Alstonville writing up some 
work on parasites of scarabs associated with 
eucalyptus dieback. Was that “Achy breaky heart” 
| heard playing in the background when | phoned? 


Northern Territory University 

Ren Kang Peng has spent the last two years 
working on the effect of native vegetation on the 
arthropod fauna of cashews, with particular 
reference to Helopeltis pernicialis, the most 
important pest. He has carried out his research at 
Wildman River Cashew Plantation and at Howard 
Springs in collaboration with Keith Christian and 
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Karen Gibb, supported by a Postdoctoral 
Fellowship from NTU and the Rural Industries 
Research and Development Corporation. The 
ubiquitous green tree ant, Oecophylla smaragdina, 
significantly reduces the damage caused by the 
four main insect pests of cashews: Helopeltis 
pernicialis, Amblypelta lutescens, Penicillaria 
jocosatrix and Anigraea  ochrobasis. The 
colonisation of the cashews by green ants 
depends upon the availability of preferred native 
trees in the immediate vicinity, and this indirectly 
influences the activity of pests in the plantations. 
Green ants don't like people very much, and they 
like each other even less. Fierce battles between 
warring colonies decimate populations. Ren is 
now busy acting as a conciliator, trying to 
negotiate a truce between the opposing green ant 
factions. Reprints of the first publication from this 
project, “The effect of the green ant, Oecophylila 
smaragdina (Hymenoptera: Formicidae), on insect 
pests of cashew trees in Australia", are available 
on request.

CLIMEX for Windows was successfully launched 
at Parliament house in Canberra on 22 August by 
Senator Chris Schacht. The software was 
developed in conjunction with the CSIRO Division 
of Entomology. 

CPTM Postgraduate student, Peter Wilson, will 
be visiting Royal Holloway, London to attend the 
British Ecological Society's (BES) Symposium on 
multi-trophic interactions between 19 and 22 
September 1995. Notable among the speakers 
will be Professor P.G. Ayers whose work on 
intertrophic interactions between a host plant, 
pathogen and insect grazer has been much read. 

The Centre will take part in Conasta 44, the 
Conference of the Australian Science Teachers’ 
Association. The Conference is being held at the 
University of Queensland from 24 - 29 September. 
The Centre is organising a workshop entitled 
"Bugs Galore!". 

The CRC for Sustainable Cotton and the CRC 
for Tropical Pest Management are collaborating to 
provide a strategic planning workshop into the 
problem of heliothis management in Australia. The 
stimulus for this cross-industry workshop has come 
from several sources, particularly the grain legume 
industry, and is supported by CRDC, GRDC and 
HRDC. 

The purpose of the workshop will be to: 

*" Undertake a systematic review of the heliothis 
problem in major crops in Australia 

* Identify opportunities and constraints to improved 
heliothis management 

* Determine key R & D, implementation, training 
and policy needs 

* Plan an integrated research and implementation 
strategy to meet these needs 

* Prepare a series of action plans that will ensure 
this strategy is initiated and sustained. 


Alan Fletcher Research Station 
Qid Dept of Lands, Brisbane 

Euclasta whalleyi, a moth introduced for the 
biocontrol of rubbervine, is continuing to spread in 
north Queensland. Large and damaging 
populations were initially found within a 100km 
radius of Charters Towers. Over the past four 
months the moth appears to have spread into the 
Thomson River Catchment System, which runs 
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into the Channel country, and a population has 
reached the Lynd River which runs into the 
Mitchell River which runs into the Gulf. 

Tom Anderson has helped John Hinds with the 
Brisbane City Council's adoption of the salvinia 
weevil Cyrtobagous salviniae as the primary 
method for controlling salvinia in the Brisbane 
region. A principal aim of the project was to 
minimise the use of herbicides in Brisbane's 
waters. The City Council is successfully rearing the 
weevil and will now supply to anyone interested in 
using biocontrol against salvinia within and outside 
the Brisbane region. 

Toni Withers a newly appointed CTPM post-doc 
has already begun work at the Alan Fletcher 
Research Station. As a first project, and in 
conjunction with a fourth year student, Sarah 
Robinson, Toni is studying feeding and oviposition 
behaviour in the parthenium beetle, Zygogramma 
bicolorata. 

Toni's almost completed PhD (from Massey 
University in New Zealand) examined the response 
of hessian flies to the spatial arrangement of 
plants, wind speed and plant clues. 

Following the recent State Government election, 
the AFRS research station and staff were 
transferred from the Department of Lands to the 
Department of Primary Industries. This was 
without consultation and without our funding base! 
Following lobbying, in particular from members of 
the Rural Lands Protection Board, we were 
returned to the Department of Lands on 25th 
August. We are grateful to members of the board 
and other industry representatives for their efforts. 


CSIRO Division of Entomology 
Long Pocket Laboratories 

Mic Julien is busy organising the CTPM 
Biocontrol of Tropical Weeds Course. Brochures 
for the course, which is to be run in March ‘96, 
have been sent out and preliminary applications 
have already been received. 

Peter Room will appear soon on the ABC's 
“Quantum” demonstrating virtual plant technology. 

Jim Hanan is currently in Regina, Canada 
upgrading software for virtual plant generation and 
taking a much needed holiday. He is up to his 
beard in snow! 

Peter Wilson (PhD student) presented a poster 
recently at the British Ecological Society's annual 
symposium on multi-trophic level interactions in 
London. Much of the described research was 
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based around potential uses of multi-trophic 
interactions in pest management.

FRUIT FLY RESEARCH COLLABORATION 

The Fruit Fly Research Centre at the University 
of Sydney and the Identities Laboratory at the 
Cooperative Research Centre for Tropical Pest 
Management (CTPM), University of Queensland 
are both conducting research on the genetics of 
fruit flies (Diptera: Tephritidae). The laboratories 
have recently collaborated to produce a large 
sequence data set for Queensland fruit fly, 
Bactrocera tryoni, and other members of the B. 
tryoni species-group. The two teams are 
developing complementary data sets based on 
three mitochondrial (Cytochrome Oxidase Il, 
Cytochrome b and A+T rich D-loop) and two 
nuclear regions (the white eye-colour gene and 
ITS 2). These sequences have been selected from 
a larger set of potentially useful genetic regions. 
In the process of determining the sequence 
variation present within the described species each 
laboratory has sequenced around 50 individuals 
from 7 localities in Queensland, Northern Territory 
and Western Australia. The Fruit Fly Research 
Centre participated in CSIRO's Double Helix Club 
National Experiment to obtain fruit fly specimens 
from a wide geographic range in Australia. 

This data set will be useful in determining 
genetic markers for the species, evolutionary 
relationships between the species and also in 
estimating gene flow between populations. These 
are timely developments given the need to rapidly 
distinguish the recent invader B. papayae from the 
local fruit fly fauna. The Fruit Fly Research 
Laboratory is also developing microsatellite DNA 
markers for B. tryoni populations to further identify 
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gene flow. Amongst other things, this research will 
attempt to establish the effectiveness of quarantine 
barriers. The data jointly gathered will be 
presented at the Entomological Society of America 
meetings in December. 

Both Laboratories would greatly appreciate 
further specimens of Sactrocera and other 
tephritids to enhance their sampling of the existing 
genomes. Specimens are best preserved in 100% 
ethanol and kept as cool as possible. Contact Dr 
Marianne Frommer at the University of Sydney 
(email marianne @ bio.usyd.edu.au) or Dr David 
Yeates at the Department of Entomology, 
University of Queensland (email 
d.yeates @ mailbox.uq.oz.au).

Department of Crop Protection 

Congratulations to Uli Theopold and Gabe Delp 
on the birth of their daughter Katherina on 14th 
October (a birthday shared with the editor of 
Myrmecia, no less!). 

New students in the Department include 
Mahmood Ahmad (PhD) who is studying the 
genetics of resistance to Bacillus thuringiensis with 
Rick Roush, and Kathryn Robinson (Honours) 
who is examining parasitism of Dialectica 
scalariella under the supervision of Dennis 
Hopkins and Rick Roush. Paul Dangerfield 
submitted his PhD thesis on the systematics of the 
Cardiochilinae and is anxiously awaiting the 
examiners’ reports. 

The Department recently held a three day 
symposium as a part of the annual review of 
student research. After much advanced grumbling, 
there is virtually unanimous agreement that the 
symposium was a success and it will become an 
annual event. In a more public event, the Waite 
Campus held an open day for visitors in 
September. A _ display of parasitic insects 
highlighting recent work on biological control of 
rose aphids illustrated the research of the 
Department. This spring, the infestations of rose 
aphids around Adelaide have been at their lowest 
levels in many years, so it appears that Jorg Kitt's 
introduction of Aphidius rosae will be at least 
partially successful. Paul Dangerfield won the 
people’s choice for his scanning’ electron 
micrograph of Microplitis demolitor in the

photographic competition at the open day. 

The Department's travelling show has toured the 
world in recent months. In addition to attendance 
at the International Society of Hymenopterists in 
Davis, California, Andy Austin visited museums 
and labs in the Arkansas, Texas, Washington, 
England, and South Africa (not to mention some 
high living on the Champs Elysée). Paul 
Dangerfield and Gwenda Mayo followed a similar 
route through the USA and England before taking 
an extended holiday. Paul reported that the 
dragonflies and fireflies of Nepal are fantastic! 

Following the Davis Conference, Lynne Grbin 
visited Fred Gould at North Carolina State 
University, Tony Shelton at the Geneva Campus 
of Cornell University, and the IIBC at Silwood Park. 
Rick Roush travelled to Sydney to discuss the 
potential threat of sweet potato whitefly. He has 
also been touring the Southeast of Australia to 
kickstart the activities of the new CRC for Weed 
Management. The CRC offices in the Waite 
Building are nearly completed and will be launched 
amid speeches and fanfare on 30th October (we're 
looking forward to the hors d'oeuvres). 


SARDI Entomology Unit 

Distraught upon learning that his entry in a 
recent photographic competition had rated a mere 
commendation, Peter Bailey has vowed to master 
his Pentax in future. The competition was part of 
the “Science on Show" Waite Campus open day, 
held on the 16th of September. More than 3,000 
people attended the open day, at which the 
Entomology Unit had displays focussing on the 
biocontrol of Paterson's curse and citrus pests. 
The open day was the first time the facilities of the 
new Plant Research Centre have been open to the 
public. Greg Baker's study of an aphid with 
offspring won first prize in the competition. 

Dennis Hopkins attended the annual meeting of 
the Australian Plague Locust Commission held in 
Canberra on the 4th of August, and a workshop on 
the influence of global climate change on the 
impacts of pests, weeds and diseases held at the 
University of Queensland between the Sth and 
12th of October. The workshop, held under the 
auspices of the Global Change and Terrestrial 
Ecosystems Committee, is intended as an 
international forum for the co-ordination and 
formulation of research strategies for climate 
change. 

Greg Baker attended a national workshop on 
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Western flower thrips in late July at Gosford, at 
which taxonomy, biology and field control 
measures for WFT were discussed. WFT has 
recently become established on two ornamental 
properties on the northern Adelaide plains, and 
emphasis has subsequently switched from 
eradication to damage control. 

Greg Baker and Sharyn Foulis attended the 
annual Citrus Entomology Workshop, this year 
held at Bribie Island off Queensland's SE coast. 
One outcome of the workshop was the compilation 
of the final draft of the Citrus IPM manual. This is 
a comprehensive field control manual, which is 
expected to be published early in 1996. After the 
workshop, a number of delegates travelled up the 
coast to Mundubbera where they viewed Dan 
Papacek's biocontrol rearing facilities. 

A biocontrol agent for Paterson's curse, the 
crown boring root weevil Mogu/ones /arvatus, has 
begun to emerge in large numbers in culture. The 
Entomology Unit expects to release the weevils 
next autumn at various locations in S.A.'s mid- 
north and south-east. Meanwhile, the search for 
egg parasitoids of Helicoverpa punctigera 
continues. Although several thousand field- 
collected Helicoverpa eqgs have been reared 
through, no parasitoids have been recovered. In 
the longer-term, it is hoped that selected strains of 
Trichogramma can be mass-reared and released 
for the control of H. punctigera in pulses in S.A. 

Navel oranges exported to the United States 
from SA's Riverland district were cleared through 
quarantine in record time in 1995, largely due to 
improved communication with the USDA. Work by 
Bill Frost this year lead the USDA Animal and 
Plant Health Inspection Service to re-classify the 
mite family Tarsonemidae as non-actionable on 
Australian citrus. The detection of tarsonemids and 
light brown apple moth in shipments to the U.S. 
contributed in 1994 to a loss of $1m in sales to 
Riverland growers, as fumigation, repacking and 
inspection procedures resulted in extra costs, 
delivery delays and downgraded fruit. Bill gave a 
paper outlining his work at the Society's 26th AGM 
& Scientific Conference at Tamworth in 
September. 

Also on the trail of clean export citrus, Peter 
Taverner spent three weeks in the United States 
in August assessing the outcome of an oil-dipping 
trial on navel oranges. He recorded mortalities in 
mites and mealybugs of up to 99% in treated fruit 
compared to controls, with no significant phytotoxic 
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effects to the fruit. The use of the oil treatment is 
likely to be expanded next year. Travelling with 
David Cain of the SA Citrus Board, Peter visited 
staff at numerous institutions in the U.S., including 
the Sunkist Research Centre in California, the 
USDA Agricultural Research Centre in Beltsville, 
the USDA Animal & Plant Inspection Service in 
Maryland, and the University of Florida. 


State Water Laboratory 

The fourth aquatic invertebrate survey of the 
river health project is under way with evidence of 
more water than during last spring's sampling. 
Chris Madden, Peter Goonan and Fran Sheldon 
recently celebrated the completion of sample 
sorting from the second survey. The project is 
fairly well on schedule to finish at the end of 1996. 


Flinders University of South Australia 

Michael Schwarz is currently chasing up some 
ideas on (fluctuating asymmetries and 
heterozygosity, as well as having input into 
numerous student projects. 

Stephen Reyes has just arrived from Kansas, to 
work on a revision of Exoneura taxonomy. 
Nicholas Bull has been cruising the eastern 
seaboard looking for Exoneura species of interest 
in his endless quest to study cooperation and 
reproductive conflict in allodapines. This research 
has just began, but a few things of interest have 
already been unearthed. Adam Cronin is also 
working along the eastern seaboard, examining the 
effects of varying environments and latitude on the 
sociality of Exoneura species. 

Brenda Kranz is setting the thrips world alight 
with new research on Australian gall forming thrips 
on Acacia species. Her study sites include 
Middlieback and Oodnadatta. Brenda and our new 
technician, Tania Neville, attended the National 
Thrips Conference in Gosford in late July. 

Pamela Hurst continues her research into 
Exoneura tridentata. With the majority of her field 
work out of the way, she has now begun to 
process her data - including many dissections and 
gels. Also, congratulations on her AFUW-SA 
bursary ($2500 for a computer). Meanwhile, Zeta 
Steen has been carrying out intense behavioural 
observations on E. tridentata. \Interestingly, she 
has observed high levels of aggression between 
colony members, and recorded the first egg laying 
by an Exoneura. 

Ni Luh Watiniasih has joined us from Bali. She

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has examined responses of more than 30 
Trichogramma strains from several species to 
diamondback moth. Two. strains of 
Trichogrammatoidea bactrae showed potential 
against eggs of this pest moth. Stephanie Porter 
has examined resistance to miticides in redlegged 
earth mites and produced evidence that some 
resistance does occur in natural populations. This 
highlights the need to develop alternative control 
strategies. 

Ary Hoffmann has obtained funding from ARC 
for two new projects. The first aims to isolate 
genes controlling heat resistance in Drosophila, in 
conjunction with Steve McKechnie at Monash. 
The second grant will examine evolutionary factors 
controlling the borders of two Drosophila species, 
in conjunction with Mark Blows at James Cook 
University.

programs at the University of California at Davis. 

John Scott returned home via South Africa to 
carry out a survey of potential biological control 
agents for the weed Cape Tulip (Homeria spp.) 
with Stefan Neser of the Plant Protection 
Research Institute, Pretoria. He also visited the 
CSIRO Biological Control Unit at the University of 
Capetown. 

James Ridsdill-Smith's rediegged earth mite 
group has been busy finishing off their winter 
season of field work and participated in the field 
day held at CSIRO's Division of Animal Production 
Yalanbee Research Station in September. 
Meanwhile, John Matthiessen's soil insects group 
has been having good success in their first attempt 
at rearing African black beetle tn the laboratory 
and, in recent work with Jim Desmarchelier at 
CSIRO Entomology in Canberra, has quantified the 
susceptibility of whitefringed weevil larvae to 
several fumigants. The tests revealed methyl! 
isothiocyanate, the active ingredient derived from 
metham sodium soil fumigant, to be the most 
potent agent. This augurs well for the concept of 
biofumigation which aims to utilise isothiocyanate- 
producing plants as green manure and rotational 
crops for managing soil insects such as 
whitefringed weevil. 

Recent visitors to the CSIRO Laboratories have 
included Geoff Baker from CSIRO Entomology in 
Adelaide, Michael van den Berg from the 
Agricultural Research Council in South Africa, 
Graham Sandral from NSW Agriculture, Wendy 
Milne from CSIRO Entomology in Canberra and 
Professor Jim Curry from Dublin, Ireland, who is 
on an OECD Fellowship visit to Australia.

Dr Leigh Simmons has recently settled into the 
Zoology Department with a Senior ARC Research 
Fellowship for 5 years working on the evolution of 
insect mating systems. UWA Fellow Matt Gage 
will be joining the Department in November. Two 
notable visitors that will soon be working with 
Leigh are Prof Linda Partridge (Zoology, 
University College, London) and Marlene Zuk 
(UCLA Riverside) for 6 months working on 
Teleogryiius in northern Australia.

OVERSEAS NEWS 


NEW ZEALAND 

The discovery of a new species of tusked weta 
in the remote Raukumara wilderness area is 
considered to be almost as important as the 
rediscovery of the Takahe (a very large, flightless 
rail) a few years ago. Raukumara is on the Eastern 
side of the North Island between Opotiki and East 
Cape. 

The insect was found in wood stacked against a 
fireplace wall during routine maintenance of a bush 
hut. Tusked wetas are quite rare with only two 
other species recorded in the world. One comes 
from Northland and the other is restricted to one of 
the off shore islands in the Mercury group off 
Coromandel peninsula. 
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This insect is similar to the Mercury Island weta 
but at 35 mm long is smaller and lacks the 
customary ridges on the tusks used for stridulating 
or calling. It also has different markings. The size 
of its hind legs indicate it can probably jump up to 
a metre high.

A SOCIETY FOR AUSTRALIAN SYSTEMATISTS 

Following a meeting held by ABRS in Canberra 
in October to discuss one aspect of the crisis in 
systematics - the decline in training - , it became 
evident that systematists must organise 
themselves to promote their discipline more 
forcefully than at present. For some time there has 
been a need for a general systematics society, 
encompassing all the various groups of organisms 
from viruses and bacteria to higher plants and 
animals and all branches of systematics from 
alpha-taxonomy to phylogenetic techniques. Such 
a proposal was made by Penny Gullan (Division 
of Botany and Zoology, Australian National 
University) from the floor at that ABRS meeting, 
and although there was only limited discussion, 
ensuing correspondence between systematists 
from all disciplines throughout the country 
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indicates that the time is right. 

Although much of the detail needs to be refined 
at the time of going to press, the following points 
are likely to be adopted: 

1. The primary activities of the society will be to 
promote systematics as a discipline, to facilitate 
communication, meetings and _ collaborative 
research amongst Australian systematists, to 
encourage debate on general (methodological) 
issues in systematics, to lobby for a higher 
public profile and thereby increase funding for 
systematics in Australia, and to emphasise the 
central role of systematics in the biodiversity 
debate. 

2. Communication will be primarily electronic, with 
a periodical newsletter and frequently updated 
home page on WWW, but with no journal. 
Whilst electronic communication alone may 
exclude some potential members, most 
practising systematists in Australia either have 
now, or soon will have access to this effective, 
rapid and above all, cheap to use technology. 
Although the initial hub of the society will be 
physically in Canberra, electronic communication 
is the best means of achieving decentralisation. 

3. We intend to affiliate with the Society of 
Systematic Biologists, and have already 
approached their president. This society, which 
publishes “Systematic Biology” and is a major 
proponent of “Systematics Agenda 2000", is 
international and has many Australian members. 
However, it is naturally Americo-centric and in 
itself cannot fulfil our Australian needs. Our 
society intends to have a similar constitution to 
ASBS. As an additional means of avoiding 
Canberra-centricity, we propose to follow several 
other societies in having one or more regional 
councillor(s) in each capital city. 

The basis of a network of councillors is already 
in the process of formation through volunteers 
(including entomologists, botanists and 
limnologists) from each capital city, but more 
activists are needed. A newsletter editor, botanist 
David Morrison, has volunteered before coercion 
was required. The name of the society is open to 
discussion by founder members, but confusion with 
existing names, such as ASBS will be avoided. 

The initial impetus for this society comes from 
the already existing Systematics discussion groups 
in Brisbane, Canberra (Coopers and Cladists), 
Perth and Sydney. These groups’ have 
demonstrated how systematists of all disciplines, 
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from morphological to molecular, have much 
common interest. 

Discussions over the years have included the 
crisis in systematics, Systematics Agenda 2000 
and other like issues, and make a natural base for 
the floating of a new national society. However, 
any perceived narrow methodological base of 
these groups (if true) will not be imposed on the 
new society: all systematists, irrespective of 
discipline or preferred methodology, need to unite 
to defend our science. Naturally all the proponents 
of a Systematics Society already belong to various 
societies which either’ directly (Australian 
Systematic Botany Society) or indirectly (e.g. 
Australian Entomological Society, Australian

This publication is a relatively brief narrative of 
the development and more recent status of 
entomology in New South Wales over the period 
indicated. It is not a detailed history, but it seeks to 
open a wider field of knowledge of the subject to 
all those who are interested in broadening and 
deepening their comprehension of entomology, 
especially in this State. It is intended to advise 
where additional information is available, rather 
than to supply it in detail. The book will provide a 
permanent reference for a very wide field of items 
coming within the scope of entomology.
